The Indianapolis News, Independent 
Republican, says: 

“The party governing for twelve 
years now has seen its high-built and 
gilded prosperity come down with a 
crash on the eve of a presidential elec- 
tion; has seen the sacred tariff that it 
has worshiped coming to its own in 
such inequalities and injustices as to 
make dissatisfaction loud and deep^ 
The people have been suff ering from 
high meat prices, high lumber prices, 
high paper prices; but who shall dare 
put anything on the free list? Who 
shall dare reform the steel schedule to 
stop the plundering of home buyers 
compared with favored foreigners? 
Who shall make an end of the prepos- 
terous treatment for years of the 
Philippines for the benefit of the sugar 
and tobacco monopolies? That also in- 
volves the tariff. And a thing that 
has been the unquenchable light on the 
altar since the party’s birth is not to 
be touched with hasty or unholy hands. 
Men must have time to think. Es- 
pecially so when all this synchronizes 
w’irh audacious legislation against old 
and tried supporters— the corporations 
-and with the time when a new man 
is to be found for president and— hard- 
est of all— party leader. There is the 
additional burden. New policies im- 
pend. High tariff and corporationism 
will not longer do. What shall take 
their place and to what degree and in 
what shape? 

“It is indeed|a most interesting polit- 
ical development that we are witness- 
ing. It is a great party in the air to a 
certain extent, not knowing just what 
step to take next. So this unwilling- 
ness to act is no mere haughtiness. It 
is a sign of hesitancy ; the halting of a 
great host that heretofore and thus far 
has marched* without faltering, now 
surrounded by so many new conditions 
as to be doubtful of just who are its 
friends and to be uncertain as to the 
landscape, not recognizing instinctively 
what to do at the parting of ways.” 

The Great Political Thought. 

The greatest political thought in the 
world is that embodied in the declara- 
tion of independence, namely, that all 
men are created equal. This is the 
basis of popular governnaent, and pop- 
ular government is spreading. It does 
not mean that men are, or will be, 
equal in physical strength, in intellec- 
tual ability, in moral character or in 
wealth— it simply means that God 
never gave to one human being a 
natural right that he denied to any 
other human being, and that in the 
contemplation of government, all must 
stand equal before the law. Out of 
this basic principle all other political 
principles grow and bv it all methods 
of government and all policies must be 
measured.

A Prediction Verified. 

It was during Bradley’s administra- 
tion that the legislative halls were, 
for the first time in a third of a cen- 
tury, filled with soldiers. It was dur-
